EX.CHANCEU.OR RUNYON SAYS 
WERE ILLEGALLY ISSUED 


Committeeman Thom Awakes waa the 
only member absent at the special meet¬ 
ing of the Township Committee on Hon- 
day. Hr. Stout requested Town Counsel 
Barrett to read as opinion relating to 
the validity of the sewer contract between 
this town and the rlty of Orange.' 

Mr. Barrett pulled a voluminous docu¬ 
ment from his pocket and was proceed¬ 
ing to read it when Hr. Gilbert Inter¬ 
rupted by stating that he did not know 

that the Committee had asked for an 

% 

opinion on the sewer contract. 

Mr. Stout replied that be, as Town 
Treasurer, had applied for and procured 
the oplnlbn and would explain his action 
further ou. Mr. Barrett then prooeeded 
to read what he termed an opinion from 
ex-Chancellor Runyon on the subject of 
the sewer contract. The opinion was a 
very long one, going Into the details of 
ihe law. 

It was somewhat difficult for a layman 
to understand it in all Its dstalls, hut in 
substance it appeared to be that although 
the laws were Very much mixed up on 
the subject of sewerage In the townships, 
the Township Committee bad a right to 
make a contract to use the sewer of the 
•*ity of Orange, that the contract hav¬ 
ing been authorized by resolution in¬ 
stead of by ordinance it was illegal, and 
the notes Issued to meet its payments 
were Involved also. It appeared from 
the opinion that by proper procedure 
a new and valid contract could be made 
and new and good securities issued to 
to meet the necessary payments. 

The effect of ths opinion, Mr. Barfett 
said, was that while the Committee had 
a right to make a contract, it should 
have proceeded under an ordinance in¬ 
stead of Jby resolution/ and the Com¬ 
mittee should take steps to correct the 
error by making a new contract In pur¬ 
suance of an ordinance. 

Mr. Stout then gave a full explanation 
of the reasons that prompted him as 
Town Treasurer to apply to Chancellor 
Kunyon for the opinion. He presented 
the township note to the amount of 
uv£r $10,000 at the Bloomfield National 
Rank for discount. The Board of Di¬ 
rectors, acting on the advice of their 
counsel, Dr. Harry E. Richards, declined 
to discount the note. The question was 
raised that in making a contract in 
pursuance of a resolution and not in 
pursuance of an ordinance, aa the law 
required the Committee, was proceeding 
illegally, and the bank was assuming a 
great risk in discounting notes issued by 
the Committee in payment of sewer 
bills. He realized that the town was in 
s serious dilemma. Orange could de¬ 
mand the money; and the town had no 
means of raising It. In consultation 
with other members of the Committee it 
was thought best that the treasurer ob¬ 
tain an opinion from eminent counsel 
that would sec matters at rent and en¬ 
able the Committee to disentangle Itself. 
Ex-Chancellor Runyon bad been recom¬ 
mended as an authority of high stand- 
mg, and be was accordingly consulted. 

Committeemen Rayner and 'Gilbert 
w*re very much chagrined over the 
fact that the opinion had tfeen obtained 
without first calling the whole Com¬ 
mittee together. Mr. Rayner in particu¬ 
lar thought that be as Chairman of the 
Sewer Committee should have been con¬ 
sulted in the matter. 

Mr. Beach said that he was one of 
those who advi$ed the treasurer’s action, 
and did not thl^k at the time that it tfae 
necessary to call the Committee Ur 
Ketber.
